Manhattan District; appointed Fire Commis- 
sioner, New York City, 1895; married Miss 
Edith Tod of Cleveland: one son, Frederick, 
Yale, ‘24; has been treasurer Republican 
County Committee; president National Re- 
publican and Union League clubs; delegate 
Republican national convention, 1916, 1920, 
1924; summer home at upper Saranac Lake; 
member University, Yale and Lawyers’ clubs 
and Bar Association; trustee and member 
Executive Committee Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace.

It is true that, partly because of the immense 


traffic in Detroit, but largely on account of the in-. 


terior street railway service, Detroit welcomes com- 

petition by motor busses and jitneys. However, the 
busses and jitneys in that city as a rule cover terri- 
tory not served by the street railways. The city op- 
erates 373 miles of street car track, carrying about 
360,000,000 revenue passengers a year, at a 6-cent 
fare or nine tickets for 50 cents. The Detroit Motor- 
bus Co. operates about 240 double-deck busses, and is 
reported to be carrying about 16,000,000 passengers 
a year. mainly on the boulevards, where there are no 
street cars. It must not be forgotten that the trans- 
portation systems of Detroit have about 200.000 more 
population than St. Louis to serve, while Detroit's 
street railway mileage is about the same. This is 
but a temporary condition. When the street rail- 
way purchase has been completed and this debt 
wiped off, the people will demand extensions, which 
extensions will wastefully compete with the bus lines. 
And the public must pay for this wasteful competi- 
tion. 


But if populations were equa! and other conditions 
similar, St. Louis could not take Detroit as an ex- 
ample in transportation. The fight against the De- 
troit United Railways, brought about by poor serv- 
ice, was carried to the bitter end of destroying the 
corporation. In 1919 the people voted down a pro- 
posal to buy the street railways for $31,500,000, the 
figure asked by the company. Then began a battle 
to force the company off the streets, by the building 
of competing lines by the city. With the aid of a 
special bond issue, 100 miles of track were begun 
This brought the company to terms, and the city 
finally bought the property for $19,850,000, to be 
paid in installments. Of course this price, although 
denounced in some quarters as excessive, was ruin- 
ous to many innocent investors in Detroit street rail- 
Way property. 

In rapidity of transit. equipment and service. the 
Detroit municipally owned street railways are in- 
ferior to those of the St. Louis United Railways. 
And the purchase of these lines by the City of Detroit 
really did not and could not settle Detroit’s transporta- 
tion problem. The time must come there. as it has 
in St. Louis, when competition will be found waste 
ful and costly. The service-at-cost plan. with a uni- 
fied system of transportation, which is successful in 
the case of the Boston subways, elevated roads and 
surface lines, is the only scientific and businesslike 
plan for a public utility. It will be demanded in all 
up-to-date cities.

By JEANNETTE YOUNG NORTON 


HE last pickle and preserve 
I making of the season is done 


in cool comfort, compared to 
that of the midsummer, so we feel 
more ambitious toward trying new 
recipes. City market stalls are al- 


| ways well stocked and colorful with 


the products of the fall harvests. 
Preserved Quinces. 

Select 10 fairly large and weli- 
shaped quinces and wipe them very 
carefully with a soft cloth. Pare. 
quarter and core thoroughly, re- 
moving the hard, seedy center, put 
the waste into a saucepan and the 
quince into the preserve kettle with 
just enough cold water to cover. 
Boil gently until tender enough to 
pierce with a broom splint, then 
lift with a skimmer to a colander. 
Measure the liquid an@ add three- 
quarters of a pint of sugar to each 
pint of the liquid. Add a small 
spice bag and a thinly-sliced lemon, 
pits removed, and boil gently for 
seven minutes from the time it be- 
gins to boil; then remove the spice 
bag and lemon, put in the fruit, 
and cook until the edges of the 
pieces look glassy. Fill hot pint 
jars with the preserve—and seal. 
This is the old-fashioned way, and 
@™ excellent one to do the fruit by. 

Preserved Citron. 

This is really an old-fashioned 
sweet pickle, but it is as rich as 4 
preserve. Select a hard, green 
citron melon and quarter it Re- 
move all seeds and soft inner pulp, 
pare thinly and cut into thick slices 
two or:three inches long. Place in 
cold water to cover. adding a hand- 
ful of salt. and let stand four hours 
Rinse wel!, then cover with fresh 
cold water. adding a teaspoonful 
of alum. and let stand an hour. Put 
two quarts of vinegar into a pre- 
serve kettle with three and a half 
pints of sugar, a large spice bag, 
two good-sized pieces of green gin- 
ger root washed, scraped and thin- 
ly sliced, a large. smooth lemon, 
thinly sliced, with the pits removed. 
Cook slowly until the sugar melts. 
Rinse the fruit in clear, cold wa- 
ter and add to the syrup. Let boil 
slowly until the fruit looks glassy 
at the edges and is tender when 
pierced with a straw. Skim care- 
fully. Lift the fruit to a colander 
with a skimmer. boil down the 
juice until thick, then return the 
fruit to it and reheat. When hot, 
turn into a hot crock Let stand 
until cold, then cover with a piece 
of cheesecioth and the crock cover 
and store in a cool, dry place.
